It can be seen th at a great m any 
unfortunate things can happen to 
the ear The external canal can be 
stopped up with wax; tha ear drum 
can become ossified; pas can d es­ 
troy the m iddle ear. and varioas 
things can destroy the cochlea and 
the nerve. But with these we are 
not concerned today. 
The curious thing is th a t the vi­ 
brations of air can be translated 
into the sensation of hearing, which 
m eans 
the sensation of thought 
Tile most marvelous part of the ear 
is the cochlea and the nerve cells 
which line it. These are apparently 
arranged as organ 
pipes 
are a r­ 
ranged, or at least they respond to 
a scale as organ 
pipes 
create a 
scale. 
There are three qualities of sound 
—loudness, pitch and tim bte. Loud­ 
ness varies w ith the am plitude of 
vibration of a sound wave; pitch 
with the 
frequency 
of vibration,! 
and tim bre w ith the pattern of the 
wave. 
The middle ear, with the drum 
m em brane 
probably is responsible 
for analyzing and picking out dif­ 
ferences in intensity. 
The inner 
ear, with all the little nerve end­ 
ings, Ls responsible for analyzing 
the differences in pitch. 
Theories Disagree 
The theories which account for 
pitch are not in agreem ent. 
There 
are, however, two which are gener­ 
ally held. One assumes th a t all of 
the n rvi endings of the inner ear 
vibrate 
as 
a 
whole 
periodically, 
like the transm itting and receiving 
discs of the telephone. The second 
a. sumes th a t certain structures or 
parts 
vibrate 
separately, 
periodi­ 
cally. as the various strings of a 
piano vibrate.
